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REPORT or THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
InN SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 318sT Marcu 1932. 





The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of infants 
under one year being shown separately), together with the corres- 
ponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table IL shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.— The 23,068 births in the present quarter are 1,195 more 
than in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 19-0, being 
1:1 above that recorded for the previous quarter. Compared with the 
standard* the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the 
present quarter are 876 and 1:0 respectively below that average. 

The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs, 19-8, is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (18:1). In individual areas the rates ranged in 
burghs from 24:6 in Hamilton, 24:3 in Coatbridge, and 22-2 in Greenock, 
to 14:1 in Rutherglen, 15-6 in Edinburgh, and 15-9 in Kirkcaldy and in 
Perth. In counties exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 21-3 in 
West Lothian, 21:2 in Aberdeen, 20°8 in Stirling, and 20-8 in Wigtown, 
to 11:4 in Bute, 12-1 in Kinross, 12:2 in Selkirk, 12°3 in Ross and 
Cromarty and 12°5 in Argyll. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 6-8 per cent., is 0-1 above that 
for last quarter, but is 0°6 below the standard rate for this period of the 
year. 


Of the 23,068 births registered 11,907 were of male children and 
11,161 of female children. Those registered in January numbered 7,611, 
in February 7,384, and in March 8,073, the equivalent monthly birth- 
rates being 18:4, 19-1, and 19-5 respectively. 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years. 
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Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 7,691, is 393 below 
that of the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 6°3, being 
0-3 below. ‘The number for the present period is 522 above the average, 
while the rate is 0:3 above. 


The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 7°3 per 1,000 compared 
with 5:2 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the 
large burghs ranged from 12°6 in Inverness, 10°5 in Rutherglen, and 
8°6 in Dunfermline, to 3°9 in Dumbarton, 4:0 in Greenock, and 5:2 in 
Coatbridge. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 8-7 
in Zetland, 8-1 in Wigtown, and 6°5 in Kirkcudbright and in Lanark, 
to 3:0 in Caithness, 3°2 in Inverness and in Selkirk, and 3°3 in Suther- 
land. 


Marriages registered in January numbered 3,450, in February 2,094, 
and in March 2,147, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 8:3, 
5-4, and 5:2 respectively. 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 19,634 
and equalled a rate of 16°2 per 1,000. They are 4,754 more than those 
recorded in the previous quarter, while the rate is 4:0 more. The number 
and the rate per thousand are 1,257 and 1:2 respectively below the 
standard for the first quarter. 


The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 16°6 compared 
with 15:6 for the rest of Scotland. The rates in individual large burghs 
ranged from 19-1 in Coatbridge, 18°7 in Perth, and 18-7 in Greenock, 
to 12°5 in Clydebank, 13°3 in Dunfermline, and 14°3 in Aberdeen. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 21:7 in Wigtown, 
21-0 in Sutherland, and 20°6 in Bute, to 12°4 in Peebles, 12°5 in Banff, 
and 13-1 in Nairn. 


Deaths registered in January numbered 5,606, in February 6,486, 


and in March 7,542, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 13°6, 16°8, 
and 18-2 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
2,573 and are equivalent to a rate of 112 per 1,000 registered live births. 
These deaths are 901 more than in the previous quarter and the rate is 
36 more. Compared with the standard for the first quarter the infantile 
mortality rate is 2 less. 

This death-rate for the large burghs was 126, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 93. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 
189 in Coatbridge, 179 in Greenock, and 178 in Paisley, to 66 in Inver- 
ness, 67 in Rutherglen, and 68 in Arbroath and in Port Glasgow. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it varied from 136 in Kinross, 132 
in Wigtown, and 123 in Lanark, to 12 in Berwick, 36 in Ross and 
Cromarty, and 47 in Kirkcudbright. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 19,634 
deaths registered during the quarter, 1,866 or 9:5 per cent. were

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attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. ‘These deaths include 
555 from measles, 85 from scarlet fever, 121 from whooping-cough, 
128 from diphtheria, 808 from influenza, 74 from cerebro-spinal fever, 
and 95 others. Compared with the previous quarter the main feature 
in this group of diseases is an increase in each of those specified, the 
greatest being in deaths attributed to influenza, which show an increase 
of 668, and in measles, from which there was an increase of 151, The 
death-rate from the entire group of epidemic diseases is 154 per 100,000 
of population, the highest rates being found in the Burghs of Greenock 
(3-9 per 1,000), in Coatbridge (8:1), and in Motherwell and Wishaw — 
(2-9), and for counties exclusive of large burghs, in Lanark (2:3), in 
Midlothian (2:1), in Sutherland (2:0), and in West Lothian (2:0). 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 1,194, account 
for 6:1 per cent. of the total deaths, and are 296 more than in the 
previous quarter. Of them 867 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system, an increase of 213 compared with the previous 
quarter, 150 to tuberculosis of the central nervous system, an increase of 
52, 62 to abdominal tuberculosis, an increase of 9, and 115 to other forms 
of tubercle, an increase of 22. The quarterly death-rate from all forms 
of tuberculosis is 98 per 100,000 compared with an average of 106 for 
the same quarter in the preceding five years, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 71 compared with the average of 76. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,888, 
account for 9°6 per cent. of total deaths, and equal a rate of 156 per 
100,000. ‘These deaths are 41 more than in the previous quarter, while 
the rate is 10 above the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, show an increase in 
numbers compared with the previous quarter, pneumonia being 1,136 
more and bronchitis 611 more. Pneumonia was responsible for 10:7 
per cent. of the total deaths and bronchitis for 6°6 per cent. Corres- 
ponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 173 and 107 respectively. 
The standard rates for the first quarter are 202 and 150, or if the 
abnormal rates prevailing in 1929, when influenza was epidemic, be 
omitted, the standard rates would be 174 for pneumonia and 129 for 
bronchitis. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 157 and are equal to 
a rate of 681 per 100,000 births. This rate is 56 per 100,000 below the 
standard for the preceding five years. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 670, account for 3-4 per 
cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 55 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 2 fewer than in the previous quarter. Of the total 
deaths assigned to this group 128 were attributed to accidents with 
motor vehicles, which is 24 fewer than were recorded in the previous 
quarter. The death-rate from violence is 1 per 100,000 more than the 
standard for this period. 
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For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter, 
and the average rate for the first quarter of the previous five years. 
Compared with the average, mortality for the period under review is 
higher in respect of measles, scarlet fever and malignant disease, but 
lower for whooping-cough, diphtheria, influenza, tuberculosis (all forms), 
pneumonia, bronchitis, puerperal conditions and violence. The general 
death-rate from all causes is lower than the average rate prevailing in 
this quarter during the last quinquennium, the more favourable mortality 
being largely attributable to the lower frequency of influenza and 
respiratory diseases.

The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— | 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of infants 
under one year being shown separately), together with the corres- 
ponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.— The 24,250 births in the present quarter are 1,182 more than 
in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1000 population, 20-0, being 1:0 
above that recorded for the previous quarter. Compared with the 
standard * the number of births and the rate per 1000 population are 
584 and 0°5 respectively below the average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs (20°8) is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (19:0). In individual areas the rates ranged in 
burghs from 31:0 in Port Glasgow, 25:3 in Coatbridge, and 23°6 in 
Airdrie, to 16-2 in Edinburgh,-16°6 in Arbroath, and 16°7 in Dunfermline 
and in Perth. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 22°9 
in Aberdeen, 22°6 in Lanark, and 21°4 in Caithness and in Midlothian, to 
13°3 im Selkirk, 13-6 in Perth, and 14-0 in Orkney and in Zetland. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-1 per cent., is 0°3 above that 
for the previous quarter, but 0°3 below the average for the second quarter 
of the year. 


Of the 24,250 births registered, male children numbered 12,461 and 
female children 11,789. ‘Those registered in April numbered 8,090, in 
May, 8,280, and in June 7,880, the equivalent monthly birth-rates being 
20-2, 20:0, and 19:7 respectively. 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years. 
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Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 7,881, is 190 more 
than those of the previous quarter, the rate per 1000 population, 6:5, 
being 0°2 more. Compared with the average the number and rate are 
respectively 201 and 0:2 lower. 


In the aggregate of large burghs the rate is 7-4 compared with 5:4 
for the rest of Scotland. In the large burghs taken individually the rate 
ranged from 10:1 in Inverness, 9°8 in Dumfries, and 9:0 in Perth, to 
4-6 in Dumbarton, 4°8 in Clydebank, and 5-2 in Motherwell and Wishaw. 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 8:0 in Kirkcud- 
bright, 7-5 in Hast Lothian, and 7:3 in Berwick, to 2:0 in Sutherland, 


~ 3:2 in Bute, and 3:2 in Inverness. 


Marriages registered in April numbered 2,627, in May 1,434, and in 
June 3,820, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 6°6, 3°5, and 
9-6 respectively. . 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,410 
and equalled a rate of 13:5 per 1000. They are 3,224 fewer than in the 
previous quarter, while the rate is 2:7 less. Both the number and the 
rate are higher than the standard for the second quarter, the former 
being 394 more and the latter 0-2 more. 


In the aggregate of large burghs the rate is 13-7 per 1000 compared 
with 13-3 for the rest of Scotland. In the large burghs individually it 
ranged from 17:1 m Port Glasgow, 16°9 in Arbroath, and 16:0 in 
Greenock, to 10°2 in Dunfermline, 10°4 in Clydebank, and 11:2 in 
Kilmarnock. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 20-6 
in Zetland, 18:0 in Nairn, and 17:0 in Caithness, to 11:1 in Dumbarton, 
12:0 in Angus, and 12:0 in West Lothian. 


Deaths registered in April numbered 6,041, in May 5,528, and in 
June 4,841, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 15:1, 13-4, and 
12:1 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,975, and equalled a death-rate of 81 per 1000 live births. These deaths 
are 598 fewer than in the previous quarter and the rate is 31 less. Com- 
pared with the standard for the second quarter the infantile mortality 
rate is 4 more. 


In the large burghs taken collectively this rate was 84 compared with 
78 for the rest of Scotland. In the large burghs individually it ranged 
from 117 in Dumbarton, 117 in Port Glasgow, and 116 in Greenock, to 
37 in Dumfries, 41 in Arbroath, and 41 in Perth. In counties, exclusive 
of large burghs, it ranged from 114 in Wigtown, 101 in Berwick, and 
97 in Argyll, to 0 in Kinross, 0 in Zetland, and 39 in Dumfries. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 16,410 
deaths registered during the quarter, 1000, or 6:1 per cent., were 
attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. These deaths include 294

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from measles, 53 from scarlet fever, 127 from whooping-cough, 71 from 
diphtheria, 307 from influenza, 68 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 80 
others, 51 of which were ascribed to erysipelas, 17 to lethargic encepha- 
litis, 5 to acute poliomyelitis, 5 to typhoid or paratyphoid fever, and 2 to 
dysentery. Compared with the previous quarter the main feature in this 
croup of diseases is a marked decline in all but one of them, ranging in 
a decrease of 501 from influenza, 261 from measles, 57 from diphtheria, 
82 from scarlet fever, 15 from other epidemic diseases, and 6 from cerebro- 
spinal fever. Deaths from whooping-cough, on the other hand, show 
a slight increase of 6. The death-rate from the entire group of epidemic 
diseases is 82 per 100,000. In the larger burghs individually the highest 
rates were found in Port Glasgow (2:4 per 1000), in Greenock (1°8) and 
in Falkirk (1:7), while in counties, exclusive of large burghs, the highest 
rates were in Zetland (1-7), in Inverness (1°4), in East Lothian (1°3) and 
in Sutherland (1:3). 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 1,165, account 
for 7-1 per cent. of the total deaths, and are 29 fewer than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 822 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, a decrease of 45 compared with the previous quarter, 161 to tuber- 
culosis of the central nervous system, an increase of 11, 66 to abdominal 
tuberculosis, an increase of 4, and116to other forms of tubercle, an increase 
of 1. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 96 per 
100,000 compared with the standard rate of 104 for the second quarter, 
while that from respiratory tuberculosis is 68 compared with the standard 
rate of 72. 


Malignant. Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,783, account 
for 10-9 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 147 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 105 fewer than in the previous quarter, but the rate is 
5 above the standard. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, show an appreciable 
decline from the previous quarter, pneumonia having decreased by 861 
and bronchitis by 571. Pneumonia was responsible for 7°6 per cent. of 
all deaths, being equal to a rate of 102 per 100,000 as compared with the 
standard rate of 111 for the second quarter. Deaths from bronchitis 
represented 4:4 per cent. of the total deaths, and equalled a rate of 60 
per 100,000 compared with the average of 67. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 140 and are equal to a 
rate of 577 per 100,000 births. The standard for the second quarter is 
584. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 715, account for 4:4 per 
cent. of all deaths, and equal a rate of 59 per 100,000. ‘These deaths 
are 45 more than in the previous quarter, but the rate is the same as 
the standard. Of the total deaths assigned to this group 148 were 
attributed to accidents with motor vehicles, an increase of 20 compared 
with the previous quarter. 
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For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter. 
Compared with the average, mortality for the second quarter is higher in 
the case of measles, srasiot fever, influenza, and malignant disaase. but 
lower for whooping-cough, diphtheria, tuberculosis (all forms), 
pneumonia, bronchitis, and puerperal conditions. The general death- 
rate from all causes is slightly higher than the average for the second 
quarter, mainly due to the continued prevalence of measles and influenza.

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REPORT or THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
In SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH SEPTEMBER 1932. 


The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of infants 
under one year being shown separately), together with the corres- 
ponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.— The 22,030 births in the present quarter are 2,220 fewer 
than in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1000 population, 18-0, being 
2:0 below that recorded for the previous quarter. Compared with the 
standard * the number of births and the rate per 1000 population are 
1,091 and 0-9 respectively below the average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs (18-2) is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (17:6). In individual burghal areas the rate ranged 
from 25:5 in Port Glasgow, 23°8 in Coatbridge, and 22:1 in Dumbarton, 
to 11:0 in Arbroath, 12-1 in Rutherglen, and 13-8 in Dunfermline. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 24:1 in Nairn, 21-9 
in Wigtown, and 21-6 in West Lothian, to 10-5 in Berwick, 11°6 in 
Zetland, and 12-2 in Selkirk. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-4 per cent., is 0°3 above that 
for the previous quarter, but 0:2 below the average. 


Of the 22,030 births registered, male children numbered 11,232 and 
female children 10,798. Those registered in July numbered 7,516, in 
August 7,460, and in September 7,054, the equivalent monthly birth- 
rates per 1000 of population being 18-2, 18-0 and 17-6 respectively. 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years.

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Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 9,343, is 1,462 
more than those of the previous quarter, the rate per 1000 population, 
7:6, being 1-1 more. Compared with the average they are 40 fewer, 
while the rate is 0-1 less. 


In the aggregate of large burghs the rate is 9°5 compared with 5:3 
in the rest of Scotland. In the large burghs taken individually the rate 
ranged from 12-9 in Inverness, 11°6 in Edinburgh, and 11-3 in Dunferm- 
line, to 3°5 in Dumbarton, 5-4 in Greenock, and 5-7 in Coatbridge. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 8-1 in Peebles, 6-9 in 
Roxburgh, and 6-4 in Midlothian, to 2°7 in Ross and Cromarty, 2°8 in 
Inverness, and 3:0 in Sutherland. 


Marriages registered in July numbered 3,785, in August 2,513, and 
in September 3,045, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates per 1000 
population being 9-2, 6:1 and 7°6 respectively. 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,191 and 
equalled a rate of 10°8 per 1000 of population. They are 3,219 fewer 
than in the previous quarter, while the rate is 2°7 less. Compared with 
the standard they are 205 fewer in number, and the rate is 0:2 less. 


In the aggregate of large burghs the rate is 10°9 compared with 10-6 
for the rest of Scotland. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 
13-6 in Inverness, 12°8 in Hamilton, and 12:2 in Perth, to 8:4 in Clyde- 
bank, 89 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 9°3 in Coatbridge. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 16°5 in Sutherland, 
15°5 in Orkney, and 15:0 in Zetland, to 8°5 in West Lothian, 8-9 in 
Midlothian, and 9-1 in Lanark. 


Deaths registered in July numbered 4,379, in August 4,488, and in 
September 4,324, the equivalent monthly death-rates per 1000 of popula- 
tion being 10:6, 10-9 and 10:8 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,397 and equalled a death-rate of 63 per 1000 live births. These deaths - 
are 578 fewer than in the previous quarter and the rate is 18 less. Com- 
pared with the standard for the third quarter the rate is the same. 


In the large burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality rate 
was 74 compared with 51 for the rest of Scotland. In these burghs 
individually it ranged from 138 in Stirling, 102 in Greenock, and 94 in 
Aberdeen, to 16 in Dunfermline, 41 in Clydebank, and 42 in Airdrie. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 85 in Clackmannan, 
77 in Sutherland, and 66 in Angus, to 0 in Bute, 16 in Zetland, and 20 
in Peebles. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 13,191 
deaths registered during the quarter 372 or 2:8 per cent. were attributed 
to the principal epidemic diseases, a decrease of 628 compared with the

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second quarter. These deaths include 35 from measles, 41 from scarlet 
fever, 73 from whooping-cough, 69 from diphtheria, 54 from influenza, 
41 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 59 from other epidemic diseases. Com- 
pared with the previous quarter there is a decrease in each disease, 
measles being 259 fewer, influenza 253 fewer, whooping-cough 54 fewer, 
cerebro-spinal fever 27 fewer, other epidemic diseases 21 fewer, scarlet 
fever 12 fewer, and diphtheria 2 fewer. The death-rate from the entire 
eroup of epidemic diseases is 30 per 100,000. In the large burghs indi- 
vidually the highest rates were found in Hamilton (0-7 per 1000), in 
Kirkcaldy (0-5), and in Perth (0:5), while in counties, exclusive of large 
burehs, the highest rates were in Clackmannan (0°5), in Moray (0°), 
and 0-4 in six counties. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 852, account 
for 6°5 per cent. of the total deaths, and are 313 fewer than in the 
previous quarter. Of them 613 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the 
respiratory system, a decrease of 209 compared with the previous quarter, 
92 to tuberculosis of the central nervous system, a decrease of 69, 52 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, a decrease of 14, and 95 to other forms of tubercle, 
a decrease of 21. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis 
is 69 per 100,000 compared with the standard rate of 82, while that from 
respiratory tuberculosis is 50 compared with the standard rate of 58. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,897, 
account for 14:4 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 155 per 
100,000. ‘These deaths are 114 more than in the previous quarter, while 
the rate is 10 above the standard for the third quarter. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, are both fewer than in 
the previous quarter, pneumonia being 638 less and bronchitis 332 less. 
Pneumonia was responsible for 4°6 per cent. of all deaths, the rate per 
100,000 being 49 compared with the standard of 63. Bronchitis 
accounted for 3:0 per cent. of all deaths, and equalled a rate of 32 per 
100,000 compared with the standard of 37. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 117 and are 23 fewer 
than in the previous quarter. The death-rate per 100,000 births is 531 
compared with the standard of 615 for the third quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 699, account for 5-3 per 
cent. of all deaths, and equal a rate of 57 per 100,000. They are 16 fewer 
than in the previous quarter, while the rate is 4 less than the standard: 
Of the total deaths assigned to this group 182 were attributed to 
accidents with motor vehicles, an increase of 34 compared with the 
previous quarter. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter. 
Compared with the average for the third quarter, mortality has been 
more favourable from all causes except malignant disease, which con- 
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tinues to show an upward trend. Marked decreases are noticeable in 
the group of epidemic diseases, particularly in measles and whooping- 
cough, in tuberculosis, and in respiratory diseases, while deaths from 
diseases associated with pregnancy and childbirth also show an improve- 
ment.

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Tuts Report deals more particularly with the statistics of the fourth 
quarter of the year 1932, but as figures relative to the entire year are 
now available, a short preliminary statement of them is included. A full 
report of the vital statistics of the year will in due course be published 
in the Seventy-eighth Annual Report. The annual figures here given 
may be accepted as substantially correct, but they are provisional, and 
will be superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report referred to 
above. 


The chief features of the vital statistics of the year under review are 
a birth-rate which is the lowest on record, a marriage-rate which is 
slightly higher than that for the previous year but is equal to the 
average, a death-rate which is slightly above that for the previous year 
but is below the average, and an infantile mortality-.ate which is higher 
than that for the previous year and slightly above the average for the 
preceding quinquennium. 


Births registered during the year numbered 91,001, the rate per 
1,000 population being 18°6. They are 1,219 fewer than were registered 
in the previous year, and 3,628 fewer than the mean annual number 
registered during the preceding five years. The birth-rate is 0-4 below 
that recorded for the previous year and 0-9 below the average for the 
previous five years. Of the total births registered, 6,450 or 7:1 per cent. 
were illegitimate. Both the number and rate are lower than the average 
of recent years. 


Marriages registered curing the year numbered 33,177 and the 
equivalent annual marriage-rate is 6°8 per 1,000 population. They 
number 508 more than were registered in 1931, and the rate is 0-1 more. 
The number is slightly in excess of those recorded in recent years, but 
the rate is the same as the average. 


Deaths from all causes numbered 66,045, and equalled a rate of 13°5 
per 1,000 population. They are 1,816 more than in the previous year, 
while the rate is 0°2 more. Both the number and the rate show little 
change from the average of recent years. 


Of the 66,045 deaths, 7,841 were of infants under one year. The 
infantile mortality-rate, 86 per 1,000 births, is 4 above that for the 
previous year and 1 above the average. 


Mortality from the group of epidemic diseases as a whole, though 
less favourable than in the previous year, was below the average for the 
previous five years. For individual diseases the death-rates from whoop- 
ing-cough and diphtheria are lower, but those from influenza and from 
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cerebro-spinal fever are equal to the average, while from measles and 
from scarlet fever they are higher. The increase from measles occurred 
during the first half of the year, the rates for the latter part of the year 
being below average. Scarlet fever has been consistently above average 
throughout the year. Influenza during the first quarter of the year was 
below the average for the past five years, the latter figure being some- 
what higher than usual through the epidemic of 1929. The second and 
third quarters were not greatly different from the average, but the 
fourth quarter gave evidence of a definite increase. The rate from 
cerebro-spinal fever has been fairly consistent throughout the year, with 
a slight upward tendency during the past few months. 


The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis, 84 per 100,000 popula- 
tion, is 3 below that for the previous year, and 10 below the average. 
The improvement holds good when each quarter of the year is separately 
considered. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 7,458 and equalled a death- 
rate of 153 per 100,000. They are 300 more than in 1931, while the 
rate is 5 more, and is 8 above the average. These are the highest figures 
so far recorded for this disease. 


The deaths attributed to the chief respiratory diseases, bronchitis and 
pneumonia, numbered 3,418 and 5,427 respectively, the corresponding 
rates being 70 and 111 per 100,000. The death-rate in each case is 
lower than the average of the previous five years, but the decline which 
was evident during the first three quarters of the year was broken by an 
increase during the fourth quarter. 


Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and 
childbirth numbered 579, and correspond to a mortality-rate of 6:4 
per 1,000 births. This rate is higher than that for 1931, when it was 
5-9, but is slightly lower than the average for the five preceding years 
(6°6). 


Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 2,811, and correspond 
to a rate of 58 per 100,000. The number is 81 more than in the previous 
year and the rate is 2 more. Deaths from accidents with motor vehicles 
show a slight increase compared with the previous year, having risen 
from 627 in 1981 to 648 in 1982. 


A general summary of the causes of death in 1932, with corresponding 
age distribution, is given in Table IIa. Compared with the returns for 
the previous year increases are observed in the numbers assigned to 
measles, scarlet fever, influenza, malignant disease, cerebral hemorrhage, 
preumonia, puerperal causes and diarrhoea, but decreases from whoop- 
ing-cough, cerebro-spinal fever, tuberculosis and bronchitis. 


The deaths recorded in the several age periods are greater throughout 
in 1932 than in 1931 with the exception of age group 5 to 9, when the 
numbers were the same, of age group 15 to 24, when there was a slight 
decrease, and at age group 85 and over, when the reduction was also 
slight. | 
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REPORT or tHE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED

The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— : 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of infants 
under one year being shown separately), together with the corres- 
ponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table IL shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table iV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.—The 21,653 births in the present quarter are 377 fewer than 
in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 17-7, being 0-3 
below that recorded for the previous quarter. Compared with the 
average * the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population are 
1,076 and 0-9 below respectively. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs (18:0) is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (17-2). In individual burghal areas the rate 
ranged from 24-5 in Port Glasgow, 23-2 in Airdrie, and 23-1 in Hamilton, 
to 12°6 in Perth, 14:6 in Arbroath, and 146 in Dunfermline. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 20-4 in Aberdeen, 
19-6 in Banff, and 19-5 in Lanark, to 9:2 in Peebles, 11:3 in Bute, and 
11:6 in Zetland. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-1 per cent., is 0°3 below that 
for the previous quarter but is the same as the average. 


Of the 21,653 births registered, male children numbered 10,982, 
and female children 10,671. Those registered in October numbered 
7,321, in November 6,921, and in December 7,411, the equivalent 
monthly birth-rates per 1,000 of population being 17-7, 17-3; “ands i793 
respectively. 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 8,262, is 1,081 
less than those for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 
6-7, being 0-9 less. Compared with the average they numbered 8 fewer, 
while the rate is 0-1 less. 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years. 
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In the aggregate of large burghs the rate is 7:6 compared with 5:7 
in the rest of Scotland. In the large burghs taken individually the rate 
ranged from 16°3 in Inverness, 9:1 in Aberdeen, and 9:1 in Stirling, to 
3:7 in Dumbarton, 4:4 in Coatbridge, and 5:2 in Port Glasgow. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 7:9 in Bute, 7:7 in 
Nairn, and 7-7 in Wigtown, to 3-2 in Inverness, 3:7 in Berwick, 4:0 in. 
Renfrew, and 4:0 in Sutherland. 


Marriages registered in October numbered 2,737, in November 2,179, 
and in December 3,346, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates per 1,000 
population being 6°6, 5-4, and 8:1 respectively. 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,812 and 
equalled a rate of 13:7 per 1,000 of population. They are 3,621 more 
than in the previous quarter and the rate is 2°99 more. Compared with 
the average they numbered 1,009 more, while the rate is 0°8 more. 


In the aggregate of large burghs the rate is 14-4 compared with 12°8 
for the rest of Scotland. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 
16°2 in Glasgow, 16:0 in Arbroath, and 15:4 in Dumbarton, to 10°3 in 
Clydebank, 11:1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 11:2 in Dunfermline. 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 18-2 in Sutherland, 
17-8 in Nairn, and 16°3 in Zetland, to 9-4 in West Lothian, 9°5 in Clack- 
mannan, 10°8 in East Lothian, and 10°8 in Selkirk. 


Deaths registered in October numbered 4,808, in November 5,242, 
and in December 6,762, the equivalent monthly death-rates per 1,000 
of population being 11:6, 13:1, and 16:4 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,895 and equalled a death-rate of 88 per 1,000 live births. These 
deaths are 498 more than in the previous quarter, while the rate is 25 
more. Compared with the average the rate is 2 more. 


In the large burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality-rate was 
104, compared with 67 for the rest of Scotland. In these burghs indi- 
vidually it ranged from 127 in Glasgow, 123 in Arbroath, and 111 in 
Coatbridge, to 31 in Dunfermline, 41 in Stirling, and 45 in Perth. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 106 in Banff, 93 in 
Renfrew, and 91 in Stirling, to 16 in Zetland, 21 in Argyll, 22 in Bute, 
and 22 in Wigtown. 


Causes of Deaths.— Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 16,182 
deaths registered during the quarter, 995, or 5-9 per cent., were attri- 
buted to the principal epidemic diseases, an increase of 623 compared 
with the previous quarter. These deaths include 7 from measles, 71 
from scarlet fever, 138 from whooping-cough, 100 from diphtheria, 554 
from influenza, 46 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 79 from other epidemic 
diseases. Compared with the previous quarter these deaths show an

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increase in all cases except measles. Deaths from influenza are 500 
more, from whooping-cough 65 more, from diphtheria 31 more, from 
scarlet fever 30 more, from other epidemic diseases 20 more, and from 
cerebro-spinal fever 5 more, but those from measles are 28 fewer. ‘The 
death-rate from the entire group of epidemic diseases is 81 per 100,000. 
In the large burghs individually the highest rates were found in Ayr (1°7), 
in Glasgow (1:5), and in Rutherglen (1:4), while in counties, exclusive 
of large burghs, the highest rates were in Renfrew (1:2), in Stirling (1-1), 
in Lanark (0-9), and in Orkney (0:9). 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 914, account for 
5-4 per cent. of the total deaths, and are 62 more than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 693 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, an increase of 80 compared with the previous quarter, 78 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, a decrease of 14, 49 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, a decrease of 3, and 94 to other forms of tuber- 
culosis, a decrease of 1. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of 
tuberculosis is 75 per 100,000 compared with the average of 82, while 
that from respiratory tuberculosis is 56 compared with the average of 60. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,886, account 
for 11-2 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 154 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 11 fewer than in the previous quarter, but the rate is 
5 above the average for the fourth quarter. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, are both more than in the 
previous quarter, pneumonia being 873 more and bronchitis 600 more. 
Pneumonia was responsible for 1,477 deaths or 8°8 per cent. of the total, 
the rate per 100,000 being 120 compared with the average of 112. 
Bronchitis deaths numbered 996, account for 5-9 per cent. of the total, 
and equal a rate of 81 per 100,000, compared with the average of 72. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of childbirth numbered 158, and are 41 more than in the 
previous quarter. The death-rate per 100,000 births is 730 compared 
with the average of 716 for the fourth quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 720, account for 4:3 per 
cent. of all deaths, and equal a rate of 59 per 100,000. They number 
21 more than in the previous quarter, but the rate is the same as the 
average. Of the total deaths assigned to this group 190 were attributed 
to accidents with motor vehicles, an increase of 8 compared with the 
previous quarter. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter. 
Compared with the average for the fourth quarter mortality has been 
less favourable, largely due to an increased number of deaths from 
influenza and respiratory diseases. A marked decline occurred in deaths 
from measles, while an appreciable improvement is also noted in those 
from diphtheria and from tuberculosis.
